The kind of reckless driving that pre- 
vails on Jasper avgnue aimost every night 
after sundown would justify the use of 
every officer on the police force to make 
wholesale arrests. 

That is not to say*that every driver 
on Jasper after sundown is a reckless 
speedster. 

But enough of them are _ reckless 
Speedsters to menace the safety of all the 
rest. 

In point of fact, many capable Eri- 
monton drivers have foresworn the use of 
Jasper avenue after nightfall because of 
the driving hazards created by show-offs 
who are using the main artery as a speed- 
way. 


So far as the pedestrian is concerned, 
he takes his life in his hands every 
time he tries to cross that street after 
dark. 

‘The speedsters come tearing along, 
veering wildly from one traffic lane to an- 
other, and if a pedestrian has to cross he 
simply must wait his chance and jump 
for it. 

This condition, which is steadily de- 
teriorating, is not good enough. 

It is not only making a death trap of 
Edmonton's main highway, but it is build- 
ing up a spirit of recklessness among the 
few wild drivers which manifests itself, at 
length, in every street and avenue in the 
city. 


Rent Control Still Necessary 


Political observers in Ottawa express 
the opinion that the federal government 
will definitely vacate the field of rent con- 
trol when the present legislation expires 
next March 3ist. 

If the federal authority does abandon 
rent control without positive assurance 
that it will be assumed by the provinces, 
it will impose an intolerable burden upon 
the great mass of the Canadian people 

It is not hard to understand the posi 
tion of the federal government in this 
matcer, 

Conditions vary so widely between one 
rovince and another that a set of regu 
ations for the entire country is bound to 


be inapplicable in certain particulars in 
certain provinces 

Recognizing that fact, the dominion 
has already offered to turn over rent con- 
trol to the junior governments—without 


any takers 


But while housing conditions have 
& 


eased in some parts of Canada, notably in 


Montreal, they remain desperate in other 
parts, notably Edmonton 

So long as a housing shortage persists 
anywhere, rent contro] will be necessary 
in tnat section 

And if the provinces won't do it, the 
federal government must 


Revising the Statutes of Canada 


What is described as a “monumental 
task” has been assigned to Canada’s Chief 
Justice Thibaudeau who, with four other 
eommissioners, will devote a year to re- 
vising the statutes of Canada. 

Such a revision, it is announced, has 
not been undertaken for 22 years 

There seems to be some peculiar 
slackness in the administration of Cana- 
dian affairs when a body of law is al- 
lowed to run to seed for more than two 


decades. 
Everybody knows that economic and 
social conditions have changed very 


rapidly during the past 20 years 


Each change of the kind demands a 


close scrutiny of every law on the books 
to make sure it conforms with the cur- 
rent needs of society. 


Surely, instead of taking up the time 


of the Canadian chief justice and four im- 
portant civil servants for a whole year, 
there should be a standing committee of 
parliament to constantly watch such re- 
recommendations at every session of par- 
liament
